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When Keniyah thinks of Home, she doesn't think of a place. At first, she didn't 
think of people, either. 


She is an Assassin. 


Having a home, somewhere to return too and rest, was a luxury she could not 
afford. Yet, it was her job that led her to who she now considers her home. 


Her target, a large pale-skinned man named Ragnar, was slowly walking through 
the only path of a thick forest with a man she did not know, nor did she care for. 


These small details about her target's lives is what makes them human. To be 
human is to be cared about and to care for others. So she kept her knowledge of these 
details to a minimum. Can't care about someone who you have to kill, right? 


She watched Ragnar, taking notes on his physique. He was large, muscular. His 
physical strength was undoubtedly higher than her own. While Keniyah had muscle, 
hand-to-hand combat was not her strong suit.
